How an Orange County judge found leniency for two 

mini meth-makers

T he sight of Blanca Bolanos and 
Concepcion Climaco cruis¬ 
ing around Orange County in a 
maroon Chevy Astro van, making fre¬ 
quent stops at various Wal-Mart, CVS and 
Target stores, doesn’t bring to mind the 
menacing image of methamphetamine 
traffickers that pervades popular culture. 
Both grandmothers are slight and some¬ 
what frail, both devoutly religious. It’s 
likely neither really knows a whole lot 
about crank, glass or speed. 

But for about three years, Bolanos 
scratched out a meager income by roving 
from pharmacy to pharmacy, slowly accu¬ 
mulating roughly 3 kilograms of pseudo- 
ephedrine, a legal decongestant that is an 
essential ingredient when cooking what a 
National Geographic documentary called 
“The World’s Most Dangerous Drug.” 

On a typical day, sometimes with Cli¬ 
maco riding shotgun, Bolanos could hit 
more than a dozen stores, purchasing 
from each a box or two of Sudafed or 
Claritin D—never more than 3.6 grams— 
after presenting a genuine photo ID. She 
would later resell the pills at a three-time 
markup—roughly $10 earned per box. 
Authorities say Bolanos bought pseudo- 
ephedrine around 1,500 times between 
2008 and 2011 in California and Nevada. 

In meth lingo, the practice of buying 
proscribed amounts of a legal precur¬ 
sor chemical through numerous small 
purchases is called “smurfing.” It’s grunt 
work, yielding little profit and directly 
exposing practitioners to legal scrutiny. 
And while smurfing might not sound 
like the day-to-day activity of a major 
player in the drug business, after Bolanos 
pleaded guilty to distributing pseudo- 
ephedrine, federal prosecutors asked the 
judge to put her in prison long enough to 
make you wonder. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Charles Pell 
wasn’t exactly overreaching when he 
requested District Judge James Selna 
sentence the first-time offender to more 
than 17 years in federal prison. Pell was 
just following guidelines that have been 
repeatedly tweaked by Congress, guide¬ 
lines formed by circumventing the typical 
process of determining appropriate drug 
punishments. Guidelines Selna acknowl¬ 
edged at Bolanos’ sentence hearing in 
Santa Ana on June 24, then squarely 
rejected. (In 2005, the Supreme Court 
decided sentencing guidelines are not 
mandatory.) “The disproportionality is 
obvious, particularly when compared to 
the drug offenses,” Selna wrote in a sen¬ 
tencing memorandum, noting that even by 
his more lenient calculation, the advisory 
period of incarceration was the same as 
for someone who sold 3 kilograms of her¬ 
oin or conspired to commit murder. 

Selna instead ordered Bolanos to prison 


for 52 months. A week later, he slapped 
Climaco, 61, who purchased allergy medi¬ 
cine 220 times at a profit of $4 per box, 
with 15 months of incarceration. 

It’s hard to argue smurfers are any¬ 
thing but bit players in the meth trade. 
Yet the law advised Selna to impose upon 
Bolanos a punishment comparable to 
that of a major trafficker—perhaps a de 
facto life sentence given her poor health. 
That’s before likely deportation to Mex¬ 
ico, a country the impoverished 58-year- 
old left 40 years ago. 


Assigning moral culpability to partici¬ 
pants in the drug trade can be tricky; laws 
must mete out punishment based on a 
defendant’s position in the criminal hier¬ 
archy, the methods they employed, and the 
amount and nature of the illicit substances 
they distributed. To that end, the U.S. Sen¬ 
tencing Commission, a panel of criminal 
justice experts, is charged with carefully 
weighing many factors to establish punish¬ 
ments appropriate to the form and sever¬ 
ity of the crime. But as Selna wrote, the 
“guidelines do not refiect the usual work of 
the Sentencing Commission, which con¬ 
centrates on empirical evidence, but rather 
result from Congressional mandates.” 

A series of increasingly tough laws have 
ramped up sentences for pseudoephed- 
rine buyers while empowering regulatory 
mechanisms that monitor sales. First, 
the Comprehensive Methamphetamine 
Control Act of 1996 raised guidelines for 


precursor chemicals. Then the Metham¬ 
phetamine Anti-proliferation Act of 2000 
tied the punishment for pseudoephedrine 
to the total amount of methamphetamine 
that can be produced with it. The Combat 
Methamphetamine Epidemic Act of 2005, 
an amendment to the renewed Patriot Act, 
implemented purchasing limits and a rig¬ 
orous monitoring system. 

The laws were in response to the rec¬ 
ognized dangers of clandestine meth labs 
and the violence associated with the drug’s 
producers. To combat those problems, 
legislators attacked the source, attempting 
to control the over-the-counter medica¬ 
tion that, with a little chemistry, can be 
turned into one of the most addictive and 
problematic drugs on the market. 

As with a similar controversy regarding 
the disparity in how the law treats crack 
vs. powder cocaine, legal experts say meth¬ 


amphetamine laws discriminate against 
the most defenseless—and least culpable- 
offenders. Katherine Corrigan, president 
of the Orange County Criminal Bar Associ¬ 
ation, says smurfers are on the lowest rung 
of the totem pole—usually uneducated and 
financially desperate, often ignorant of 
the true nature of their crime, sometimes 
preyed upon by manufacturers. 

Corrigan represented Climaco, whom 
she describes as a pious woman who is ter¬ 
ribly ashamed of her actions. Corrigan says 
the Bar has been concerned about “pseu¬ 
doephedrine guidelines that are so overly 
excessive it’s preposterous”—laws that, she 
says, are disproportionally invoked against 
the poor and vulnerable. 

Around the same period the defen¬ 
dants were illicitly buying decongestants, 
the nation’s largest corporate pharmacy 
ran afoul of the same statute. But unlike 
Bolanos and Climaco, no employees or 


executives of CVS Pharmacy Inc. found 
themselves facing criminal prosecution. 

In October 2010, CVS made a deal with 
the same U.S. Attorney’s Office, resolving 
a criminal investigation launched after 
several people were caught with large 
quantities of pseudoephedrine bought at 
its stores in California and Nevada. 

CVS had implemented a fiawed system 
to perform electronic monitoring required 
by the Combat Methamphetamine Epi¬ 
demic Act—one exploited by smurfers. 
According to the non-prosecution agree¬ 
ment, senior CVS managers knew their 
MethCheck monitoring system wasn’t 
working when, in late 2007 and 2008, 
sales of regulated decongestants boomed. 
Employees at some stores were also know¬ 
ingly overselling the allergy products. 
Company officials acknowledged CVS sold 
excessive pseudoephedrine to criminals 
manufacturing methamphetamine, paid a 
$75 million fine and forfeited $2.6 million 
in profits. The agreement also mandated 
CVS fix its monitoring system, which links 
to the same database that flagged Bolanos. 

On March 16, 2011, members of the 
Orange County Proactive Methamphet¬ 
amine Laboratory Investigatory Task 
Eorce followed Bolanos on a shopping 
spree that started from her home in Lyn¬ 
wood and ended that afternoon when 
Chula Vista police officers pulled her 
over in San Diego County, ostensibly for 
a cracked windshield, searched her van, 
explained all the allergy medication she 
had was illegal, then let her go. 

Bolanos probably should have been 
more suspicious, but instead, on April 21, 
she picked up Climaco, and the pair went 
pharmacy hopping across Buena Park, 
Anaheim and Cerritos. When they were 
arrested later that day, the van held 90 
grams of pseudoephedrine. 

Bolanos told DEA agents she was strug¬ 
gling to raise money for her daughter’s 
quinceanera celebration. She said when 
her mother died a few years earlier, she 
lost her caretaker income, and her catering 
and cosmetic businesses were failing. She 
later told Judge Selna she had been a vic¬ 
tim of abuse for much of her life, first from 
her father, then her husband. 

Selna joins a chorus of jurists question¬ 
ing whether Congress is pushing them 
to deal with people such as Bolanos too 
harshly. Judge Mark Gennett of the North¬ 
ern District of Iowa, where methamphet¬ 
amine cases account for 78 percent of 
his drug docket, lamented in The Nation 
magazine that federal law has forced him 
to send more than 1,000 nonviolent drug 
offenders to prison. In his article, Gennett 
described smurfers as “the low-hanging 
fruit of the drug war.” 

A federal judge in New York, John 
Gleeson, took aim at drug laws in a recent 
memorandum. “The fiaw is simply stated: 
the guideline ranges for drug-trafficking 
offenses are not based on empirical data, 
commission expertise, or the actual cul¬ 
pability of defendants,” he wrote. “If they 
were, they would be much less severe, and 
judges would respect them more.”

S heriff’s deputies conducting a secret 
operation in Southern California 
believed they had good reason to fear 
their target, Scott Christopher Montoya. 
Confidential law-enforcement investiga¬ 
tory files labeled Montoya as highly dan¬ 
gerous, emotionally unstable and, inexpli¬ 
cably, a sexual superman with extraordi¬ 
narily large genitals and Energizer Bunny 
stamina. A combat veteran, he possessed 
lethal sniper and black-belt martial-arts 
skills. The officers also knew he was an 
experienced killer with knowledge of the 
intricacies of police tactics. While surrep¬ 
titiously placing tiny surveillance cameras 
around Montoya’s home and hiding GPS 
trackers on all of his vehicles, deputies 
made sure to wear bulletproof vests. 

But Montoya wasn’t a criminal. In 
fact, he wasn’t officially suspected of 
committing any crimes. He was a certi¬ 
fied member of law enforcement and, as 
with his leery if determined pursuers, a 
deputy at the Orange County Sheriff’s 
Department (OCSD). 

Police officers are usually highly pro¬ 
tective of one another. As our local pros¬ 
ecutors learned during several probes 
into police corruption in the past decade, 
some cops are readily willing to lie under 
oath, falsify official documents or hide 
incriminating evidence for a corrupt col¬ 
league. As long as an officer remains a 
loyal member in their fraternity, police- 
agency management and law-enforce¬ 
ment union bosses religiously shield cops 
who’ve screwed up from public scrutiny 
or accountability.

The Strange Fall

Fired OC deputy claims sheriff’s 
department punished him for winning 
Navy Cross in Iraq War comhat

So what would cause the OCSD to turn 
on an acclaimed, veteran deputy, place 
him under around-the-clock surveillance 
and build sensationally embarrassing files 
on his sexual practices? 

Montoya thinks he knows the answer: 
The OCSD harbored an anti-military ani¬ 
mus against him because he hadn’t just 
been a soldier. He’d been a U.S. Marine 
sergeant who took time off from the 
department to go to war after the 9/11 ter¬ 
rorist attacks on New York and Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. During the 2003 Battle of Bagh¬ 
dad, Montoya earned the Navy Cross for 
repeatedly performing life-risking heroics 
while under enemy fire. His honor, the 
second-highest Marine award for valor 
in combat, won him an avalanche of local 
and national media attention, including 
from CNN, NBC, ABC, FOX, USA Today 
and The Orange County Register. 

But, according to Montoya, the Navy 
Cross honors also sparked the wrath of 
fellow deputies who resented his celeb¬ 
rity. They hazed and heckled him for 
years. The harassment centered on his 
military service. There were persistent, 
deputy-spread rumors that he’d exagger¬ 
ated his Iraqi War bravery because he’s a 
publicity hound. In one instance, a deputy 
mocked him by placing a giant dildo and 
lube jar on his work gear before a shift. 
Instead of siding with him, department 
officials often backed his tormenters 
through inaction, and then unfairly termi¬ 
nated him from his dream job, Montoya 
claims in a pending federal lawsuit. 

“When Sergeant Montoya returned 
from the war, he became a victim of per¬ 
vasive discrimination and harassment 
at the hands of other OCSD employees,” 
says the fired deputy’s lawyer, John S. 

Kyle of San Diego. “Amazingly, these 
employees harassed him because he 
had served in the Marine Corps and had 
received the Navy Cross. It is despicable 
that OCSD can denigrate a man’s heroic 
service to his country. It is even more 
despicable that OCSD expects this con¬ 
duct will go unpunished.” 

T hanks to the enormous power and 
influence of the police-union lobby, 
California governmental entities 
offer generous pay and perks to cops, 
including deals that allow the public 
employees to retire at the relatively young 
age of 50 while collecting huge, taxpayer- 
funded, monthly pensions and medi¬ 
cal insurance for the rest of their lives. 
Another benefit in the state is known as 
the Public Safety Officer’s Procedural Bill 
of Rights (POBR), a law that grants cops 
special rights designed to hinder investi¬ 
gations into an officer’s alleged criminal 
or unethical conduct. For example, a cop 
suspect in a police personnel probe must 
be handed all the records—including con¬ 
fidential informant reports—the agency 
has collected against him before trying to 
get his version of events. 

POBR also requires police-state type 
conditions. Law-enforcement agencies 
are prohibited from informing the public 
about dirty or incompetent officers’ con¬ 


duct as well as what, if any, disciplinary 
actions management imposed. In other 
words, departments can hire unfit cops, 
ignore wrongdoing and keep citizens 
clueless about the men and women who 
are given deadly force, invasive investiga¬ 
tory and arrest powers in the state. On a 
day-to-day basis, police bosses and rank- 
and-file cops appreciate living in this 
mutually satisfactory cocoon of minimal 
public accountability. 

But the Scott Montoya v. Orange 
County Sheriff’s Department litigation 
offers a rare, behind-the-scenes glimpse 
of the alarming consequences of the 
POBR’s secrecy demands. To defend 
itself in the lawsuit and also probably to 
inflict scarring embarrassment on Mon¬ 
toya, OCSD has released large portions of 
its usually top-secret personnel files on 
the deputy. If the Marines call Montoya 
a selfless war hero, there’s substantial 
proof OCSD officials viewed him before, 
during and after his military heroics as a 
greatly flawed man. 

For example, the department’s files 
show that beginning in 1989 Montoya 
unsuccessfully applied to become a dep¬ 
uty at least three times. Officials rejected 
him the first time based on his “lack of 
maturity,” but nevertheless hired him as 
a sheriff’s special officer to work at John 
Wayne Airport and county jails. He re¬ 
applied for a deputy position in 1992 and 
was re-rejected because he’d allegedly 
lied to another police department, lacked 
auto insurance and collected a poor driv¬ 
ing record, according to the files. Two 
years later, he re-applied, lost his temper 
during a polygraph examination that 
uncovered he’d been improperly carrying 
concealed weapons on numerous occa¬ 
sions, failed a psychological evaluation 
and got rejected again. It took eight years, 
but Montoya finally won a full-powers 
deputy job in January 1997—two years 
after he joined the Marines’ reserves and 
completed basic training. 

After getting his deputy badge, but 
before the Department of Defense sum¬ 
moned him to take leave from OCSD to 
fight in Iraq in 2003, Montoya accumu¬ 


lated a series of troubling incidents in his 
personnel file. In 2000, a jail nurse com¬ 
plained that he inappropriately touched 
her in front of a line of inmates he was 
escorting through the Men’s Center Jail 
in Santa Ana. He admitted to the contact 
but claimed it hadn’t been intended as 
offensive. The following year, members of 
the cook staff at the jail complained that 


Montoya “badger[ed]” female inmates in 
the mess hall and tried to send a “kite,” a 
personal message, to a female inmate. No 
reprimands were issued. 

But in 2002, a Los Angeles woman 
accused Montoya of raping her at a Whit¬ 
tier horse stable’s parking lot. Accord¬ 
ing to records, the woman claimed they 
had been kissing in his vehicle when the 
deputy refused to accept her oral opposi¬ 


tion to intercourse on the front seat. An 
LA prosecutor treated the report as a 
he-said, she-said incident and declined to 
file charges citing a lack of evidence. Back 
at OCSD, however, unamused officials 
stripped Montoya of 40 hours of pay for 
having sex in public, a violation of depart¬ 
ment policies. 

“These allegations brought discredit 


upon you and the department,” the sus¬ 
pension, signed by then-OCSD executive 
Jack Anderson, asserted. “Your actions 
are far below the standards of a person 
in your position.... You demonstrated a 
lack of judgment, poor decision-making 
and indiscretion in this matter. Be advised 
that any future sustained incident of a 
similar nature may result in more severe 
discipline being imposed upon you—up 
to and including termination.” If OCSD 
officials are to be believed, their employ¬ 
ment threat failed. They claim Montoya’s 
on-duty misconduct grew worse after his 
return from Iraqi War service. During 
the following six years, the department 
secretly compiled lists of dozens of vari¬ 
ous alleged unethical acts that included 
befriending and aiding fugitives, prosti¬ 
tutes, even a child molester in Fullerton, 
according to court records. Michael J. 
Rossiter, the private attorney hired by the 
county to defend OCSD in the lawsuit, 
describes Montoya’s behavior in unequiv¬ 
ocal terms: “severe police misconduct.” 

s American military forces were 
attempting to take control of Bagh¬ 
dad from dictator Saddam Hus¬ 
sein two weeks into Operation Iraqi 
Freedom on April 8, 2003, a U.S. soldier 
was shot in the leg, bleeding profusely 
and stuck in the open on Highway 5. 
Montoya—a scout sniper with the 2nd 
Battalion, 23rd Marines, 1st Marine 
Division, 1st Marine Expeditionary 
Force—ran through a barrage of enemy 
fire, returned shots with a free hand

and carried the wounded soldier on his 
shoulder several hundred yards back to 
safety. Though weighed down with 80 
pounds of his own gear, he performed 
the same feat four more times, rescuing 
three additional Marines, including one 
badly dazed in a grenade blast, and a 
non-combatant Iraqi citizen. Afterward, 
he helped medics treat the wounds. 

That’s a summary of Montoya’s 
“extraordinary heroism” in military 
annals. Two years after the incident, the 
Marines officially awarded him the Navy 
Cross, the second-highest Marine combat 
honor after the Medal of Honor. Colo¬ 
nel Geffrey L. Cooper, the commanding 
officer of his battalion, called him “a man 
of integrity and leadership” and “a great 
example.” Then-Sheriff Mike Carona 
described him as “a complete warrior.” 

In 2006, the federal government rented a 
Westminster billboard and put Montoya’s 
photo next to these words: “Navy Cross 
Recipient: For his outstanding display of 
decisive leadership and unlimited cour¬ 
age in the face of enemy fire.” The next 
year. President George W. Bush honored 
his bravery in a White House ceremony 

Newspaper, radio and print media 
accounts unreservedly hailed Montoya “a 
war hero” and “a real hero.” During inter¬ 
views, he humbly said he was only doing 
his job, quoted a Biblical passage, talked 
of his love of horses and birds, and specif¬ 
ically told a CNN correspondent that his 
next accomplishment would be to take a 
“leadership role at the sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment.” It would be one goal Montoya 
wasn’t destined to achieve. Not everybody 
at the OCSD was cheering his celebrity. 

Early life as a deputy is appar¬ 
ently akin to joining a fraternity. New 


ferred from jail duty to Harbor Patrol— 
his first choice—or Stanton. Management 
assigned him to the north OC city known 
as one of the most dangerous, gang- 
infested regions the department polices. 

Deputies don’t go directly from jail 
duty onto the streets. Before they are 
allowed to patrol, they must pass basic 
patrol training. This is the point in this 
story when it become difficult, if not 
impossible, to reconcile assertions about 
who cheated who in the Montoya saga. 

Deputy Timothy John Keller served as 
Montoya’s original training officer, and he 
claimed in a 2004 “confidential” report 
that his understudy was an idiot who 
couldn’t perform simple tasks and openly 
wept at criticism. “[During training]. 
Deputy Montoya was caught crying after 
he found out he made some mistakes,” 
Keller memorialized in an intra-depart¬ 
ment memorandum. “During [a] conver¬ 
sation, Montoya slammed his hands on 
the briefing table and walked out of the 
room. After about 10 minutes, Montoya 
walked back into the room with tears in 
his eyes, and his hands were shaking so 
uncontrollably he could not write any¬ 
thing on his pad of paper.” 

After Montoya allegedly failed 30 
attempts to correctly perform car-stop 
training in a simulated, stress-free envi¬ 
ronment, Keller says, his trainee “became 
so angry with himself that he hit himself 
in the forehead with a microphone, caus¬ 
ing a small abrasion on his forehead.” 

Keller’s observations about the coura¬ 
geous combat veteran who graduated 
first in his Camp Pendleton Marine Corps 
basic-training class and obtained a black 
belt in karate may have been colored by 
animus. Department records show that 
Montoya believes his trainer mocked his 
Iraq heroics by displaying at the OCSD 
Stanton station a newspaper article about 
two Marines who died in combat to save 
dozens of others from a car bomber. 
Keller made a point to describe the two

members get the crappy tasks, such as 
watching inmates all day, and older, 
more established members abusively 
haze the plebes, particularly the ones 
they don’t like. At least, that’s what hap¬ 
pened to Montoya. 

The Marine returned to the OCSD after 
his war service and asked to be trans¬ 


dead soldiers as “real” heroes. He also 
openly belittled Montoya in an on-duty, 
deputy chat system installed in patrol 
cars, writing that the only reason his 
understudy passed training was because 
he was “the sheriff’s boy.” 

No deputy took credit for the other 
acts committed against the Marine at 
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the Stanton station: someone desecrated 
a city of Buena Park award Montoya 
received for his war service; someone 
posted in the deputies’ briefing room 
a note selling Navy Cross hats two 
for $10—implying the honor could be 
bought cheap; someone took a “Private 
Instructor” business card, crossed out 
the name, replaced it with Montoya’s, 
crossed out the real phone number and 
replaced that with “1-800-NVY-CROS.” 
And, of course, there 
was the aforemen¬ 
tioned dildo incident. 

The personal 
attacks befuddled 
Montoya. “I have been 
the center of sev¬ 
eral cruel jokes and 
rumors at this station 
but feel this incident 
[Navy Cross hats sale 
joke] is out of line 
and out of the policy 
of the department,” 
he wrote to Captain 
Robert Eason, the 
department’s chief 
of police in the city, 
while complaining of 
a “hostile” work envi¬ 
ronment that existed 
for years. “I believe 
I served this country 
honorably and do not 
deserve to be treated 
in a way that disre¬ 
spects the nature of 
the award. Also, I feel 
it brings disrespect to 
the sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment if others outside the department 
find out how a select few deputies treat 
their co-workers.” 

U sing federal grants, several Orange 
County entities—including the dis¬ 
trict attorney’s office, school admin¬ 
istrators, Anaheim Police Department 
and the OCSD—helped create a Gang 
Reduction and Intervention Partnership 
(GRIP) in 2007 to address the festering 
issue of truancy. The department chose 
Montoya to be its first GRIP officer to 
regularly visit Latino-dominated elemen¬ 
tary schools in Stanton and serve as a 
role model. Lee Trujillo, who replaced 
Eason as the OCSD boss in Stanton, said 
Montoya was the obvious choice for the 
high-profile job. 

“I was really impressed by the way he 
communicated, way he carried himself,” 
Trujillo testified in a 2012 deposition. 
“And I was impressed with—he’s a—let’s 
face it: He is a war hero. I was impressed 
by all that—and I thought, ‘Wow, what a 
role model for this community’ There’s 
somebody who can speak directly to the 
kids and say, ‘Hey, look at what I’ve done. 
Follow me.’ I thought, ‘Wow, we’re very 
fortunate to have somebody like him 
working for us.’” 

OCSD Internal Affairs (IA) agents 
didn’t share Trujillo’s view. Puzzlingly, 
Montoya got the job after the deputy was 
suspended without pay for 240 hours 
for lying to Fullerton Police Department 
detectives in 2006 about his personal 
relationship with Anthony Ray Willis, 
a Westminster man who committed a 
series of sex crimes, including numer¬ 


ous felony, lewd acts on a child. Phone 
records showed Willis repeatedly in 
contact with the deputy while Fullerton 
PD anxiously hunted him. When the 
detectives learned of Montoya’s connec¬ 
tion and contacted him, he allegedly gave 
non-forthcoming answers. 

lA officers also uncovered informa¬ 
tion from several sources that Montoya 
may have solicited “pussy or material” 
from Willis, who’d been wanted for pro¬ 


bation violations, while seen traveling 
with the deputy around town prior to the 
sex-crimes charges, according to court 
records. An investigation proved Mon¬ 
toya knew Willis was wanted because 
he repeatedly checked the department’s 
system for outstanding warrants. Court 
records containing the department’s 
reports also allege that Willis told inves¬ 
tigators he gave the deputy an expensive, 
new motorcycle jacket and helmet, and 
introduced him to females for dates in 
exchange for not arresting him. Willis is 
serving a 41-years-to-life prison sentence 
inside the Richard J. Donovan Correc¬ 
tional Facility in San Diego County. 

Why OCSD officials—who doubted 
Montoya’s character—would make him 
the GRIP officer is a mystery. What is 
known, however, is that while the deputy 
complained about the department not 
taking his hostile-workplace claims seri¬ 
ously, lA began to monitor his every 
on-duty move in secret. Their findings, 
if believed, present a startling portrait 
of a monumental liar and unquenchable 
playboy. In 2010, department officials told 
Montoya that investigations “revealed 
that you used your GRIP position as a 
means to meet various women” and “your 
main objective was to solicit, while on 
duty, as many women as possible,” includ¬ 
ing at Stanton elementary schools. 

Tracking his whereabouts to the 10th 
of a second, the lA agents claimed they 
found dozens of discrepancies in the 
deputy’s work log. According to OCSD 
reports, Montoya falsely claimed to 
attend meetings he never attended, to be

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working when he was chatting at 7-Elev- 
ens for 30-minute stints or longer, and to 


lect as much dirt—substantiated, wildly 
reckless or tangential—as it could accu¬ 
mulate. Incredibly, lA deputies even 
probed Montoya’s sex habits and made 
detailed records. 

According to court records, it’s not 
clear why the agency or lA cared, but 
here’s an example what OCSD noted: 


An lA report states that Montoya told 
the teenagers to show him respect, “or I 
will fuck you with a dick so big it would 
make an elephant scream.” 


be on patrol calls when he was actually 
visiting various friends or women—or just 
sitting idle in empty parking lots. 

lA raided Montoya’s office email, find¬ 
ing nude pictures one woman sent. They 
also listened in on an audio transmitter 
inside the deputy’s patrol car and caught 
him stopping an Asian female in a liquor- 


store parking lot. Sex talk and kissing 
sounds were recorded, according to 
court records. Another time, the deputy 
summoned a woman over to his car and, 
according to the transcript, said, “Did you 
miss me?” “I like it when you talk dirty,” 
and “When are you going to fuck me?” 

Records also show that deputies 
strenuously tried but failed to undermine 
Montoya’s Navy Cross; raised questions 
about his Camp Pendleton superiority 
and sniper skills; speculated that the 
tragic death of his fiancee in a Colorado 
River jet-ski/boating collision had been 
“suspicious”; and collected an allegation 
from another deputy (Keller) that the ex- 
Marine claimed he would, as a favor for 
an OCSD colleague, kill anyone. 

There’s additional evidence the 
department was on a mission to col-

[Redacted] 
said Montoya’s sexual 
aggressiveness is 
usually too much for 
her to handle. She 
explained that she 
has difficulty keeping 
up with his sexual 
stamina. [Redacted] 
said Montoya can 
stay erect for a very 
long time. [Redacted] 
explained that 
Montoya’s aggres¬ 
siveness affects her 
birth control (lUD). 
Sometimes he gets 
so rough with her that... she bleeds. 
Whenever she reminds him of this, he 
gets upset with her and tells her she’s 
ruining the moment. [Redacted] always 
has to remind him that she isn’t as sexu¬ 
ally experienced as he is and that she 
doesn’t enjoy having sex for an extensive 
period of time as he does.” 

In another curious OCSD report 
apparently made with the same woman 
as the source, lA noted that Montoya 
liked to spit in her mouth “just before 
he ejaculates.” 

Kyle, Montoya’s outraged plaintiff’s 
lawyer, called the department’s efforts to 
smear Montoya “a witch-hunt.” 

In late 2010, OCSD notified the deputy 
he was unfit for law-enforcement work 
and cited several more examples of mis¬ 
conduct. In one, he allegedly botched a 



Montoya was first in his Camp Pendleton class, a karate black belt, 
a Marine scout sniper and a horse-lover 
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2009 South County domestic-violence 
case by writing a dishonest report and 
making inappropriate comments to the 
victim about her physical appearance. In 
another case that same year, he made a 
disgusting comment to a group of teenag¬ 
ers who’d been stopped on a simple noise- 
disturbance call near a Ladera Ranch 
community pool. An lA report states that 
Montoya told the teenagers to show him 
respect, “or I will fuck you with a dick so 
big it would make an elephant scream.” 

One of the teenagers was so shocked 
by the remark that she asked Montoya if 
she knew her uncle, OCSD Deputy Mike 
Peters. News of the comment spread 
quickly. For Sheriff Sandra Hutchens- 
much more of a stickler on ethics than 
her predecessor, who is currently serving 
a 6.6-year federal-prison sentence for 
corruption—and her command staff, this 
was the final straw. They refused even to 
allow him a transfer to the department’s 
transit police bureau. 

I n November 2011, President Barack 
Obama strengthened the World War 
Il-era Uniformed Service-members 
Employment and Re-employment Rights 
Act (USERRA) to resolve any legal doubts 
that the law bans harassment of military 
veterans in the work¬ 
place. Montoya is 
citing USERRA in his 
lawsuit. He’s asking 
US. District Court 
Judge Jesus G. Bernal, 
a Mexico native and 
2012 Obama appoin¬ 
tee following a nota¬ 
ble public-defender 
career, to rule that 
OCSD violated the act 
and that he’s entitled 
to take his case to a 
jury for damages. 

“Rather than cele¬ 
brate his accomplish¬ 
ments, [OCSD] sought 
to tear him down,” 

Kyle told Bernal. 

“They spread rumors 
about him, claimed 
his military qualifica¬ 
tions and accomplish¬ 
ments were infiated 
or entirely fictional, 
that his Navy Cross 
was fraudulent, and 
that Carona himself 
personally intervened 
to ensure Montoya passed patrol training. 
Of course, none of it was true.... Through 
it all. Sergeant Montoya’s performance 
was exemplary, as it always had been. Not 
once did he receive a substandard perfor¬ 
mance evaluation from OCSD.” 

Kyle also notes that a Dec. 7, 2009, 
command staff meeting at which the 
department and lA investigator Lavinia 
Vega labeled Montoya a “threat” to 
commit violence in response to the lA 
probes. The lawyer claims the meeting 
was another example of OCSD officials 
violating USERRA because they used 
Montoya’s veteran status and sniper skills 
as key “assumptions” he was dangerous, a 
declaration used to justify placing secret 
cameras at his home and GPS trackers 
on his vehicles, as well as monitoring his 
phone calls without warrants. 


“USERRA creates a protected class 
for Sergeant Montoya and those like 
him to ensure they return to their lives 
free of the rumors, harassment and 
hardships he endured,” Kyle stated. 
“OCSD deliberately and maliciously 
ruined Montoya.” 

He is seeking financial sanctions 
against the department for failing to 
retain or purposefully destroying related 
Montoya records after officials had been 
put on notice about a potential lawsuit; 
Bernal last week asked U.S. Magistrate 
Judge Robert N. Block in Santa Ana to 
rule on the request, which OCSD protests 
is meritless because any missing records 
were innocently obliterated. 

The former deputy, who is focusing 
on a Kenpo karate teaching career in Los 
Angeles County, did not respond to email 
requests for an interview, but the sheriff’s 
department continues to fight his dis¬ 
crimination claims. 

“After extensive discovery, [Montoya] 
still cannot provide any evidence that 
OCSD deprived him of any employment 
benefits due to anti-military animus,” 
wrote Rossiter, who is also seeking sum¬ 
mary judgment on the county’s behalf 
from Bernal. “In contrast, OCSD favored 
Montoya’s military service over and over 


again—nearly to the point of ridiculous¬ 
ness-causing strife with his co-workers.” 

Rossiter also noted that the veteran- 
loaded OCSD was honored in 2011 by 
the U.S. Department of Defense, which 
awarded the department the Freedom 
Award for its generous support of employ¬ 
ees called to serve in the Armed Forces. 

In his view, Montoya’s lawsuit is mis¬ 
guided for a simple reason. Fellow depu¬ 
ties didn’t harass him because he was a 
war hero or a veteran. Instead, explains 
Rossiter, they just didn’t like him, and 
the law “does not protect someone from 
being disliked.” 

Such a stance disappoints Kyle, an 
accomplished Marine veteran. He has his 
own definitive explanation for Montoya’s 
situation: “OCSD remains unrepentant.”

Bryan Podgorski flaunts his Thomas Keller cred and proves it at Tavern On the Coast

T O any chef who has cooked for a 

Thomas Keller restaurant, here’s a 
piece of advice: Wherever you go 
and whatever you do, always flaunt your 
association with him. You are in posses¬ 
sion of food-critic catnip. No one who 
writes about restaurants can resist any 
chef associated with the Midas touch of 
Sir Thomas of Yountville. Thanks to fawn¬ 
ing TV shows such as Top Chef and articles 
akin to this, any substantive connection 
you have to Mr. Keller and his restaurants 
is now essentially a Good Housekeeping 
Seal of Approval. Your reputation thrives 
on the presumption that if you were good 
enough to be hired by the man many 
regard as the best chef in America, then 
you must know what you’re doing. 

So when it comes time to start your own 
place, do as Bryan Podgorski did. When he 
announced the opening of his breezy slip 
of a restaurant with wicker chairs called 
Tavern On the Coast after nine years as the 
chef de cuisine of Bouchon in Las Vegas, 
he made note of his Keller connection on 
his website, lighting the food-critic smoke 
signal. For me, it instantly recalled the 
most recent flawless meal I had at Keller’s 
Sin City outpost—a meal that, judging by 
the time period, Podgorski himself prob¬ 
ably cooked. 

I remembered Bouchon’s salmon as the 
best I’d ever tasted. After eating Tavern On 
the Coast’s version, I’m convinced the man 
responsible for the flsh I ate that night 
at Bouchon is the same man who cooks 
it here. It’s seasoned properly, pan-fried 
until a golden crust forms while the core 
remains supple, and then served so piping- 
hot the first few bites obliterated my upper 
palate. When a piece of flsh is cooked this 
well, what’s served with it matters little. 
Last month, Podgorski rested his salmon 
atop the slippery pearls of Israeli cous¬ 


cous, nearly liquefied pearl onions, peas 
and carrots, the whole thing bland but 
designed that way, as the salmon was the 
star. This month, he’s serving it with rice 
pilaf and a red-wine reduction. No matter 
the accompaniment, each slab of salmon is 
prepared as exactingly as the last. 

He executes every protein, not just the 
salmon, with surgical precision. This is the 
least I can expect from a Keller acol 5 l;e. A 
confit of whole duck leg is life-changing, 
leaving me dizzy thinking of the possibili-

ties had it been a main course instead of an 
appetizer served on top of polenta. Even 
the roasted Jidori chicken entree dazzles. 
The skin on the Frenched breast and sec¬ 
tion of leg arrive bronzed and wispy crisp. 
The meat bursts with moistness, not a 
trace of it underdone or overcooked, the 
whole dish fuming as though Krakatoa, 
served with fresh corn, mushrooms, bacon 
and dribbles of chimichurri. 

It may be Podgorski’s braised short rib 
that best exhibits the restraint and disci¬ 
pline I witnessed at Bouchon. Each corner 
on the meat cube is practically at a right 
angle to the others—the neatest short rib 
I’ve ever seen. Most important, it’s not 
overbraised or oversalted, with every beefy 
strand I peeled off the block tasting pure 
and unobstructed. 

Though proteins may be Podgorski’s 
strength, salads are a weakness. Save for 
a sublime roasted beet salad, others are 


challenging, wincingly sour citric-acid 
assaults. One with chewy pork belly, stalky 
spinach and stone fruit doesn’t seem to 
register as a salad, just a bunch of ingredi¬ 
ents that happen to be found in the same 
bowl. A frisee, poached egg and prosciutto 
salad was almost medicinal and astringent, 
with the dressing coagulating into a sort of 
mustard soup at the bottom of the bowl. 

If any Thomas Keller alums are still 
reading, take from this that more is 
expected of you. So when you offer a typi¬ 
cal, cylindrically molded tuna tartare, do 
as Podgorski has done and use not a single 
molecule of avocado. He opts for mari¬ 
nated English cucumber, padrone peppers 
left both whole and sliced, and a ginger 
emulsion that doesn’t use a drop of soy 
sauce. And instead of wonton chips, Pod¬ 
gorski utilizes the house flatbread dough, 
char-marked on the grill and deep-fried to 
something not unlike greasy pita chips. 

Do make your burgers tastier than 
Tavern On the Coast’s, though: thick and 
beautifully cooked but still somehow 
instantly forgettable—far too light in sea¬ 
soning, decadence and flavor. The potatoes 
they come with are a different story. These 
rustic wedges cut from skin-on baby rus¬ 
sets are fried to a sturdy mahogany crunch, 
making them immediately more endearing 
than the fries offered at Bouchon itself, 
which were revealed a few years ago to 
some controversy as coming from frozen. 
From this, learn a more important lesson: 
Even Saint Thomas is fallible.

W ant proof that God exists? He has 
not only answered my prayers, 
but also blessed me with twice what 
I asked for! Faithful readers know I 
prayed on these pages and in private for 
years that a Colombian restaurant would 
open in la naranja] Colombians make 
up the largest segment of our South 
American community, and the cuisine of 
their homeland is rustically spectacular. 
Well, God complied by gifting OC with 
Mitze's Kountry Kitchen in Laguna Hills a 
couple of years back (still going strong, 
still great as ever), and now there's a 
second Colombian restaurant in the 
county: Donde Adela in Orange. 

If you're not familiar with Colombian 
food, no worries: next to Argentinian 
cuisine, it's the most American of Latin 
American foods, with its love of proteins 
and starch. Take Donde Adela's sobre- 
barriga criolla, a plate of beans, rice, fried 
plantains and potatoes, as well as an 
epic steam-cooked flank steak presented 
alongside bell peppers. If you don't like 
the meat so juicy, you can always order 
it caballo-s\>/\e (grilled). And then there's 
the constellation of meats known as the 
bandeja paisa: turgid chorizos, chichar- 
rones that resemble timing belts (a line 
I've used before, and I'll use it again 
because it's so apt), and eggs your style. 
Any of those meals could double as a 
Norm's special in a pinch, but far tastier 
and almost as cheap. 

These dishes make up almost the 
entirety of the regular menu; almost 
everything else are daily and weekly 
specials, which necessitates multiple 
visits (I still haven't tried Donde Adela's 
version of ajiaco,the Colombian potato 
soup famous for at least three tubers 
bobbing in its dark-yellow broth). But 
also a constant are the arepas, here 
thick and accompanied by a slab of 
queso fresco. And the drink menu, 
though small, is eclectic: two types of 
passion-fruit juices (lulo is sweeter than 
the maracuya), blackberry juice, even 
aguapanela, water made from boiled 
chunks of hardened brown sugar and cut 
with lime—sweet and sour personified. 

And if the waitress ever calls you "mi 
amor" (my love) over the cumbias and 
vallenatos, know that you're now family: 
it's a Colombian term of endearment. 
Consider yourself blessed that God 
gave us Donde Adela—and now that 
I know He listens, maybe I'll pray for 
Dominican food next....

W e were candid when admitting 
to Kerri Cacciata Minton we 
had no idea the Yost Theater 
even served food (you know, besides the 
deep-fried variety that goes so well with 
cocktails). Yet the more we got to know 
Minton, the more we realized her lifestyle 
revolves around food. Whether it’s her 
edible garden or commitment to coffee, 
she is deeply involved in all things deli¬ 
cious and local. 

Your earliest food memory: 

Trips to Claro’s Market first thing in the 
morning, followed by a full day of mak¬ 
ing sauce with my grandma Josephine. 
My dad carries on the tradition in the 
same kitchen. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

Steak, bacon, cheese and ice cream were 
my staples, which resulted in insanely 
high cholesterol when I was 10.1 spent 
the next 12 years as a vegetarian, which 
was a mix of doctor’s orders and animal- 
rights activism. A bad breakup sent 
me straight to In-N-Out Burger for an 
animal-style fix. I’m picky about the meat 
I eat now, conscious of how it was raised 
... when I do [eat meat], I do it right. I 
love a beef carpaccio, tartare or a rare filet 
mignon. Pretty savage. 

Your best recent food find: 

The pomegranate tree growing in the alley 
a few blocks from my house. I can tell you 
where all of the fruit trees that hang over 
property lines are in my neighborhood. 
There’s peach, orange, fig, avocado, lemon 
and now pomegranate within reach. 

How’s the edible garden coming along? 

’Tis the season—it’s in full bloom right 
now. It could be a full-time job just to 
keep it up. We also have a new plot at the 
Santa Ana People’s Garden. I’m excited to 
plan the space and am working with my 
staff on what to plant first. 

Best culinary tip for the home cook: 

In respect to seasoning, taste as you go. 
Taste it raw and as it cooks.... Unless 
you’re cooking chicken. That would be 
bad. Please don’t do that. 

Favorite places to eat (besides your own): 
Vegi Wokery in Cerritos and Tandoori 
Garden in Anaheim. 

Strangest thing you’ve ever eaten: 

The strangest thing I have ever eaten 
was a gluten-free diet. I think it lasted 
48 hours. Definitely not my jam. One of 
my first and favorite jobs was in Laura 
Avery’s bagel shop a million years ago. 
That MFK Fisher quote is so true: “No 
yoga exercise, no meditation in a chapel 
filled with music will rid you of your 
blues better than the humble task of mak¬ 
ing your own bread.” 

When did you join the Yost Theater? 

In February. Since then, we’ve established 
a late-night food service and catering for 
private events. We have a few more proj¬ 
ects on the horizon that are keeping me 
busy as well. Stay tuned.

Where was your most recent meal? 

I stopped by Beverly’s Best in Brea for a 
brownie. Not a conventional meal, but 
technically, it was my lunch, and it was 
lovely.

The secret is 
they usually have them in the back with¬ 
out the candy toppings. If you ask nicely, 
they will bring one up and top it with 
confectioner’s sugar, which is heaven.

Planet Allen 

Woody’s Blue Jasmine returns to a world 

that’s not quite Earth

F or anyone who has been going to 
the movies at all regularly over 
the past 45 years, Woody Allen is 
practically family. His movies may draw 
fewer passionate responses than they 
did in the ’70s and ’80s, but we still feel 
compelled to reckon with him. When¬ 
ever Allen comes out with a new one— 
which he continues to do with alarming 
frequency—those of us who still care 
even moderately may ask, “How is he 
this time?” as if he were an infirm rela¬ 
tion who has reached the stage at which 
he’s blessed with more bad days than 
good ones. 

Blue Jasmine is a bad day. Cate 
Blanchett’s Jasmine is a fragile little 
thing who’s in a fix. She used to have 
money, but she finds herself washed up 
because of malfeasance on the part of 
her now-absent big-businessman hus¬ 
band (Alec Baldwin). She lights on the 
San Francisco home of her sister. Ginger 
(Sally Hawkins), armed with a passel of 
Louis Vuitton suitcases filled with posh- 
girl outfits. Ginger dresses in working- 
class brights and synthetic fabrics, and 
she takes up with, in Jasmine’s estima¬ 
tion, the “wrong” men—her current 
beau is Bobby Cannavale’s dese/dem/ 
dose hunk whose mere presence gets 
right under Jasmine’s Creme de la Mer- 
nourished skin. 

Although Jasmine would prefer to

rely on the kindness of strangers, she 
must learn a trade. But what? How about 
interior decorating? She’s convinced she 
can earn the necessary certificate online 
but knows nothing about computers. So 
Jasmine does what any self-respecting 
Woody Allen character would do in 
2013: She enrolls in a computer class, 
for which she must study assiduously 
after-hours, even in her spare time at the 
receptionist job she reluctantly takes. 

You can forgive Allen for thinking 
“computer school” is the best way to 
“get online.” But Blue Jasmine is so 
relentlessly clueless about the ways real 
human beings live, so eager to make the 
same points about human nature that 
Allen has made dozens of times before, 
it seems as if it’s a movie beamed from 
another planet. 


Allen wants to examine human beings 
without actually touching them. That’s 
nothing new, and plenty of his mov¬ 
ies—such as the sterile, condescending 
Match Point—are guilty of it. But Mid¬ 
night In Paris, brushed with the anx¬ 
ious, dreamy desire to be somewhere 
else, suggested Allen might have gotten 
off this kick. Going back to 1920s Paris 
isn’t a realistic method of escaping your 
neuroses, but wouldn’t it be wonderful 
if it were? 

In Blue Jasmine, Allen is back in full- 
on sourpuss mode, even as he purports 
to be providing a grand showcase for 
Blanchett. Other actors don’t fare so 
well. Louis C.K. shows up as one of 
Ginger’s suitors, and he and Hawkins 
have an easy rapport, akin to puppies 
gamboling in the grass—their scenes 
together are the breeziest, most enjoy¬ 
able in the movie. But it’s too good to 
last: C.K.’s character is turned into a 
handy symbol of how human beings just 
let you down. Only Andrew Dice Clay, 
in a small role as Ginger’s Low-Class™ 
onetime husband, pierces the movie’s 
highly polished bubble world; he comes 
off as a person whose veins run with 
blood rather than some liquefied direc¬ 
tor’s conceit. 

But Blanchett is the movie’s center- 
piece, the fragile porcelain bird perched 
oh-so-high on its mantel. She has played 
almost this exact role before, onstage, 
as Blanche DuBois in a Liv Ullmann- 
directed version of A Streetcar Named 
Desire. I saw that production at Brooklyn 
Academy of Music, and you could practi¬ 
cally hear Blanchett’s eyelashes Butter¬ 
ing, but that doesn’t necessarily make 
a great Blanche—the performance was 
touching in places, but it was also man¬ 


nered and precise, much like an artfully 
torn piece of silk. 

The same goes for Blanchett as 
Jasmine, a troubled soul who talks to 
herself in ghostly, flirtatious patter, 
swanning about in a cream-colored 
Chanel jacket, a remnant of the previ¬ 
ous, pampered life she can’t quite leave 
behind. Jasmine is ill-equipped to live 
in the normal world, where people 
bleed, sweat and have a sex drive. She 
rebuffs the sexual advances of her boss 
(Michael Stuhlbarg) as if he were the 
smelliest of cavemen and not just a pos¬ 
sibly lonely guy who finds her attractive. 
(Allen makes sure we see his wedding 
ring, just so we know he’s a scumbag.) 

Jasmine prefers to retreat into flash¬ 
backs, and this is how we learn she’s 
not quite—or not just—the fragile vic¬ 
tim she appears to be. She is supposed 
to be complex, challenging, affecting. 
Blanchett strikes each note as pre¬ 
cisely as if she were hitting the bars on 
a xylophone, and in this way, she fits 
into Allen’s schematic perfectly. Maybe 
the idea is that he, like her, feels lost in 
the modern world, where people use 
computers to “get online.” But he’s not 
the first seventysomething to feel left 
behind, and he won’t be the last. The 
chief tone he strikes in Blue Jasmine 
is one of simpering self-pity. Blanche 
DuBois covered the bare lightbulb in 
her room to create enchantment. Allen 
would rather just tell us how hot and 
ugly it is.

R.I.RD. In comedies, filmmakers often 
render the infinite and otherworldly in the 
mundane, human terms of bureaucracy, 
with all the waiting rooms, Muzak, and 


impossible regulatory complexities that 
depiction implies. We can't really envision 
an afterlife that isn't somehow modeled on 
our own psychic landscape. So it goes in 
R.I.RD. After being shot in the face by fel¬ 
low crooked cop Kevin Bacon, deceased 
detective Nick Walker (Ryan Reynolds) 
ascends through swirling cloud orifices 
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into the human resources office of the 
afterlife's Rest in Peace Department. Mary 
Louise Parker explains that he's been 
recruited for service in the RIPD instead 
of consigned to Hell, and assigns him to 
veteran officer Roy Pulsifer (lovable old 
Jeff Bridges), a lawman shot and killed— 
and then eaten by coyotes—in the 19th 
century. Yes, it's a ripoff of the entire plot 
of Men in Black. The script reverses the 
principal roles, casting the experienced 
Roy as the wisecracking loose cannon 
and rookie Nick as a serious, determined 
lawman. Bridges endows the insouci¬ 
ant Roy with that voice he does, the one 
that sounds like he's got an egg yolk in 
his mouth and he's trying not to break it. 
And Reynolds does a lot of stony glaring. 
Unfortunately, the interesting drabness of 
the afterlife's police department is paired 
with the colorless paucity of the film's 
heavies—rubbery, monstrous "deados" 
deceased souls who have refused the 
call of the afterlife and linger on Earth 
with auras of bad karma causing decay 
and unhappiness among the living. The 
menagerie of aliens in Men in Black was 
usually funny and engaging. The deados, 
unmemorable CG brutes, spout generic 
bad-guy dialogue undistinguished by 
humor or characterization.

THE TO DO LIST Like first sex, writer/ 
director Maggie Carey's debut feature. 

The To Do List, is quick and messy, fitfully 
pleasurable, full of promise but not quite 
adept at getting everyone off. Here is the 
first raunchy mainstream comedy about a 
young woman's quest to unburden herself 
of her virginity—with the foxiest bro in 
Idaho, no less, a golden lug of shirtless 
flesh our heroine objectifies with male- 
gaze brio. Except the lust of valedictorian 
Brandy (played by and written for Aubrey 
Plaza) is deadpan, held inside, subject to 
the veto of her shame and intelligence. 
"You feel like Marky Mark looks," she 
marvels as she touches the abs of hunk 
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Rusty Waters (Scott Porter) at a 1993 
graduation-night kegger. That encounter 
proves humiliating, but one thing does 
firm up: her resolution to master sex—and 
Rusty Waters—before going off to college 
at summer's end. Unlike the female char¬ 
acters in previous sex comedies, sex for 
her is a straight-up choice, something she 
offers or refuses according to no agenda 
but her own, making the movie something 
of a milestone. It's also funny enough, at 
times, to be recommendable on its merits 
alone, although there's something dispirit¬ 
ing about its junky look, indifferent pacing, 
and sketch-comedy characterization. 
Overachieving Brandy plots out her sex 
life like a course syllabus, crafting a list 
of skills to practice before going all the 
way—hand job, blow job, dry-humping. 
The comic high points, of course, are 
Brandy's efforts to engineer these acts. 
Plaza is gutsy and often hilarious, both in 
small moments and when hand-jobbing 
away like she's trying to loose a bottle's 
last dab of ketchup.

RED 2 The world is full of lackluster movies. 
But the world is not full of Helen Mirren 
in a Marlene Dietrich fedora, or Helen 
Mirren in full-tilt eveningwear dispos¬ 
ing of a bothersome corpse in a marble 
bathroom, or Helen Mirren firing a mas¬ 
sive rifle-type thingie while sprawled on 
a picnic blanket—in her stocking feet, 
no less. We all know there are few great 
roles for "older" actresses, but perhaps 
worse than that, there are so few movies 
that will allow them to just be, without 
playing a role model or a wronged wife 
or a matriarch facing a life-threatening 
illness. Dean Parisot's Red 2 isn't as much 
fun as its predecessor. But watching 
Mirren being fabulous? It never gets old. 
Red stole onto the scene without having 
the luxury of knowing it would become a 
surprise success. Even though it featured 
Bruce Willis playing, for the trillionth time, 
an aging action hero, the movie still had 
a casual, tossed-off quality. Red 2 gives 
the impression of being oodles more 
fun, while really just being more self- 
conscious. The gags are clever and goofy, 
but the connective tissue between them 
is stretched too thin. It's the kind of movie 
where you spend most of your time wait¬ 
ing for the next thing to happen, rather 
than living in the moment. Red 2 isn't tor¬ 
ture to watch, in part because Mirren has 
even more to do than she did in the first 
installment. If you love her, you really want 
to see her in a glorious gown and dangling 
earrings, pouring acid on some poor dead 
jamoke while carrying on an otherwise 
normal cellphone conversation.

THE WAY, WAY BACK The Way, Way Back 
is a crowd-pleasing summer treat, predict¬ 
able in its sweetness but satisfying all the 
same. It's like the multinationally branded 
ice cream sandwich you get on any pier in 
the Western Hemisphere—market-tested 
to appeal to as many people as possible 
(but you don't mind gobbling up). Though 
the script includes bits and pieces of 
writer/directors Nat Faxon and Jim Rash's 
real childhoods, it's a slick debut that feels 
like a recycling of familiar coming-of-age 
materials. The film's sympathetic but 
indistinct center is 14-year-old Duncan 
(Liam James), a hunched, shambling, inar¬ 
ticulate boy whose loneliness weighs him 
down as much as his slightly out-of-date 
Bieber bangs. He's an everyteen we're 
supposed to feel sorry for—his parents 
are divorced, his mom (Toni Collette) 
has found herself a dick boyfriend, Trent 
(Steve Carell), he doesn't have the sense 
not to wear long pants to the beach—but 
he's so devoid of personality that we wish 
happiness for him only in the reflexive 
way we want to pet a sorry-looking puppy. 
Duncan is driven into further solitude on 
one of those summer trips that's really a 
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test of emotional fortitude: an extended 
stay at Trent's beach house. Like an angel 
in gas-station aviators, in swoops Owen 
(Sam Rockwell), the slacker manager of 
the dated-as-disco Water Wizz water 
park, to save Duncan from his misery. 
Owen performs alchemy on Duncan, 
transforming him from mini-Lurch into 
golden boy. But the magic is too strong; 
the transformation feels like a sleight of 
hand. It's like Pinocchio in reverse: a real 
boy, after a few lessons from his father 
figure, learns to be a simulacrum of one.

WHITE HOUSE DOWN Surprising proof 
that Hollywood still can craft a memo¬ 
rable studio comedy, Roland Emmerich's 
White House Down stands as a singular 
achievement in parody, its auteur's 
intentions be damned. It's not just a 
pitch-perfect attack on every risible plot 
point afflicting today's all exposition- 
and-explosions filmmaking, it's also a 
mad liberal's vision of an America beset 
by white wingnut terrorists, set in a 
sketch-comedy White House so broad 
that if you didn't know Jamie Foxx was 
starring as its president you might guess 
it to be Leslie Nielsen. If a stupid moment 
has turned up in too many movies, it's 
here, funnier. Set in a science-fiction 
America where nobody's ever seen Die 
Hard, White House Down imagines that, 
in the name of peace, wise President 
Jamie Foxx has asked congress to pull 
every American troop from the Middle 
East. The opposition party's speaker 
objects, for some reason. Meanwhile, 
Channing Tatum (playing a character 
who's name I bet he, too, would have to 
look up) is visiting the White House with 
his YouTubing scamp of an estranged 
daughter (Joey King)—a devastating 
critique of movies' impossible children. 
Tatum fails an interview for a job with the 
Secret Service and slumps along with a 
White House tour, his plight skewering a 
common fallacy of Hollywood heroism: 
Everyone of this character's personal 
problems are solved by the attempted 
murder of the entire executive branch. 
Just in time, cue the kabooms and the 
most hilarious spoof comedy since Team 
America. The shootouts aren't as clear 
or funny as the ones in those paintball 
episodes of Community, but you've seen 
much worse. (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

WORLD WAR Z Subtlety is probably too 
much to expect from Marc Forster's 
World WarZ. This is massive-scale 3D 
filmmaking, and in that context, some of 
it works like gangbusters. The world is 
destroyed by a virus that turns people 
into zombies. Within 12 seconds of 
being bitten by an infected host, any 
human becomes a twisted, soulless 
creature with cloudy, heroin-addict eyes, 
motivated only by a ravenous need to 
tear into healthy flesh. Brad Pitt plays a 
New York City family man who strives 
to protect his kids from these fearsome 
drones, at first by sticking close but later 
by leaving. The best way to save them, 
he realizes, is to serve the greater good 
and find the source of the killer virus. It's 
all pretty noble, and if nothing else. World 
War Z shows off some horrifically effec¬ 
tive filmmaking: An early sequence, in 
which Pitt's Gerry figures out something 
has gone terribly wrong as he's driving 
his wife (Mireille Enos) and two generi- 
cally adorable daughters in Manhattan, 
is that rare evocation of chaos that isn't 
chaotic itself. The picture tangles with 
some potentially fascinating geopolitical 
ideas but doesn't know what to do with 
them. It does make good use of Pitt, 
who has in the years since his reign as 
Sexiest Man Alive turned casualness into 
a discernible, potent style. In World War 
Z, he's a deeply comforting presence, 
the dad who promises to take care of 
everything—everything!—and actually 
manages to do so. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

As He Likes It 

Tom Bradac leaves Shakespeare Orange County 
healthy, vibrant and ready for the future

y dad was Lear,” says Tom 
Bradac, who is stepping down 
after this summer as artistic 
director of Orange County’s lone troupe 
dedicated to classical work, Shakespeare 
Orange County in Garden Grove. “Just full 
of rage. I’d get yelled at if I hurt myself. I 
think that’s why I was so shy as a child.” 

Yet that shyness blossomed when Bra¬ 
dac was exposed to the works of the Bard 
in a high-school English class, and then 
decided to try out for a role in a production 
of Macbeth as a junior. He landed the lead, 
and even though his first performance was 
a blur, he “realized at that time that this is 
what I was going to do,” he recalls. “It was 
the first thing I ever discovered by myself. 

I completely got it, that [acting] was more 
than showing off in front of people; it was 
an art form, and I could express myself in 
ways I couldn’t in any other way.” 

That led Bradac to Cal State Long 
Beach, where, ironically, he didn’t act in 
any Shakespeare productions. It was the 
late 1960s, and the experimental works of 
Bertolt Brecht and Antonin Artaud were 
on everyone’s radar. After graduating with 
a master’s degree in theater, he taught 


high-school theater for five years before 
scraping together what savings he had and 
producing summer stock in Pennsylvania, 
mounting fare a far cry from heady classic 
or experimental stuff, such as The Sound 
of Music. Though the material he was 
producing wasn’t exactly artistically chal¬ 
lenging, the experience of running a sea¬ 
sonal troupe was prepping him for the gig 
he landed in 1979, producer at the city of 
Garden Grove’s new arts complex, which 
included the 158-seat indoor Gem Theater 
and the soon-to-be-opened, 550-seat Fes¬ 
tival Amphitheatre. 

“I just stumbled into the job,” he says. “I 
saw the city had posted a job opening, and 
I thought it was just for a glorified stage 
manager. But it turned out that I was the 
only person who applied who had ever run 
a theater, so I got the job.” 

That was the first step toward the Grove 
Shakespeare Festival, a professional troupe 
Bradac ran for 12 years before resigning 
(under duress) in the summer of 1991 
due to philosophical differences with 
the board. That decision proved near- 
disastrous for the city, as the new operator 
wound up in a $400,000 hole, according to 



Bradac, and suspended operations in 1993. 
Meanwhile, Bradac, now teaching theater 
at Chapman University, had started a new 
company, Shakespeare Orange County 
(SOC), which opened in late 1991. He pro¬ 
duced shows in the university’s Waltmar 
Theater for 12 years before being asked 
to return to Garden Grove in 2004. Upon 
his return, he realized the amphitheater, 
which had been closed for five years, was a 
mess. “There was garbage 2 feet deep, the 
lighting fixtures has been left out and were 
all rusted inside,” he says. 

The transplanted SOC cleaned up the 
amphitheater, something Bradac counts as 
one of his major accomplishments, since 
it basically preserved the space. Another 
victory of sorts came in 2006, when the 
city was thinking of tearing down the 
Gem. Bradac produced A Child’s Christmas 
In Wales, and its success showed the city 
“that the space was still viable,” he says. It 
is now occupied by One More Productions. 

Bradac is stepping down as producer 
(though he still plans on directing and 
perhaps even getting back onstage), but 
SOC will continue. The theater is firmly 
in the black, he says, and he’s handing the 
reins to longtime SOC actor John Walcutt, 
who has 73 film and TV credits on his 
resume. “It’s just time,” says Bradac, who 
turns 66 on July 30. “Emotionally, it’s hard, 
but intellectually, I just know it’s the right 
decision. We’ve been here 10 years now, 
and that’s a nice, round number, and I’m 
not leaving a theater that is in disarray.” 

Bradac is directing both shows this 
summer, including Twelfth Night and his 
finale as artistic director, Macbeth, which 
brings things full circle, as that was the 
play that ignited his lifelong passion. 

(Oh, and this Shakespeare expert has 
a one-word answer for whether a man 
named William Shakespeare really wrote 
all those plays: “Absolutely”) If there 
has been a through line to all of Bradac’s 
Shakespeare work, it’s consistency. He 
is a purist in that he doesn’t believe in 
conceptualizing the Bard’s works to make 
them more relevant to modern sensibili¬ 
ties, nor does he think Shakespeare should 
be treated with the formal reverence that 
plagues so many bad productions. 

“Remember, Shakespeare was someone 
who wrote plays that were performed 
in playhouses and his actors were called 
players,” he says. People tend to forget 
how earthy and grounded in genuine 
human emotion Shakespeare’s plays are, 
something Bradac has spent most of his 
adult life getting across. 

“Shakespeare didn’t write subtext,” 
he adds. “Ever 5 l;hing he’s saying is in the 
words, and by approaching him with hon¬ 
esty and finding your truth in the charac¬ 
ter, you merely reinforce the depth of his 
art and how outrageous, sexy and conten¬ 
tious it still remains today.”

Tarte-ing Up 
Santa Ana 

S ome people spend a lifetime search¬ 
ing fortheir calling. Joellen Lu had an 
inkling at an early age. 

"My dad found a box of stuff from my 
childhood," she says, sitting in her down¬ 
town Santa Ana clothing shop. "For a 
Girl Scouts camping trip in fourth grade, I 
had sketched out all of my outfits—even 
my pajamas! I guess I always gravitated 
toward fashion." 

The 22-year-old psychology student 
is the creator of Tarte, a store filled with 
eclectic vintage and contemporary pieces 
that prompt strangers on the street to ask, 
"Where did you get that?" Everything's a 
little edgy and totally fun, from the floral 
bodysuits and studded denim cut-offs to a 
rare Death Row Records tee and a "Kelly 
Kapowski" acid-wash bustier. 

"I look for things that can't be found 
anywhere else," she says.

Too funny. Thanks for playing along. I'm a 
big fan of Guy Code, so I'm really excited 
about your new show. 

Yeah, thanks. Ain’t That America isn’t 
one of those shows where you’re watch¬ 
ing people get fucked-up. [It’s] more like 
seeing how America does crazy and wild 


stuff in this country, where you can do it. 
It’s kind of like a mixture of Ridiculous¬ 
ness, except it’s not that extreme, where 
people run into walls and bust their nuts 
off, and a mix of Dave Chappelle. So there 
are clips and skits. Plus, we have a set 
where we talk to the crowd, and I have 
guests on. It’s all three elements in one, so 
it’s giving you something you are familiar 
with, and then giving you a bonus.

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The Musician In Me 

Jeff Bridges and the Abiders represent the fulfillment of an actor’s teenage dream

S ince his show-biz debut as a new¬ 
born in the 1951 film The Company 
She Keeps, Jeff Bridges has been 
a fixture in pop culture. Whether that 
means being nominated for Academy 
Awards (The Last Picture Show, Thun¬ 
derbolt and Lightfoot, Starman, and The 
Contender) winning them (Crazy Heart) 
or turning his characters’ phrasing into 
revered cultural lexicon (The Dude from 
The BigLebowski), it’s safe to say that at 
this point in his career, the Tron actor is 
an American treasure. 

Additionally, the 63-year-old is known 
for his voice-over work and photography, 
publishing Pictures: Photographs By Jejf 
Bridges in 2003. While all of these adven¬ 
tures quench his proverbial thirst for 
artistic exploration. Bridges loves music 
as much as he has enjoyed interpreting 
characters for the silver screen. 

Growing up in Los Angeles, Bridges 
always had an interest in playing music. 
He was in garage bands in high school, 
and now, he’s living his boyhood dream 
as a touring musician. Encouraged by his 
mother. Bridges started playing piano at 
a young age before learning about rock 
music from his brother Beau’s lead. 

“Before the Beatles, I picked up my 
brother’s guitar and started to learn how 
to play it,” Bridges says. He’s in New York 
to promote his latest film, R.I.P.D. “We 
never had an actual band, but my friends 
and I had Wednesday-night jams—began 
during our senior year of high school and 
lasted 10 to 15 years. No songs allowed; 
everything was off the cuff. That was 
the closest I ever had to being in a band 
before this.” 

Though a bit older and grayer since 
those days. Bridges hasn’t lost his pas¬ 


sion for making noise on his guitar. He 
released his first album. Be Here Soon, on 
Jan. 1, 2000; for his 2011 self-titled sopho¬ 
more effort, he combined forces with 
Grammy-winning producer and longtime 
friend T-Bone Burnett. 

“I have the ultimate respect for T-Bone, 
and I bow down to his taste,” he says. 

“But he’s interested in making me unique. 
It’s kind of like being a kid when you’re 
working with one of your best friends. 
There’s push and pull, but overall, you’re

having a good time. That’s why they call it 
playing music.” 

But Bridges’ love of music goes 
beyond a film score or a soundtrack. In 
between shots, the actor can often be 
found noodling on his guitar off set as 
new compositions and lyrics come to 
mind. “I’m always messing around with 
tunes,” he says. “Sometimes, songs will 
leak out, and it’s hard to keep track of all 
the little pieces and waiting for one to 
come through.” 

Nightly set lists may vary, but among 
his original tunes. Bridges sprinkles cov¬ 
ers from the Crazy Heart and The Big 
Lebowski soundtracks. What makes him 
different from other actors who try their 
hands as rock stars is that Bridges not 
only knows what he’s doing onstage, but 
he is also pretty good at it. He doesn’t 
hide behind his aptly titled band, the 
Abiders. Instead, he stands front and 


center as the evening’s MC, telling warm 
stories from the road. This year alone 
has seen him play midsized theaters and 
festivals such as Stagecoach. This week¬ 
end, his gig at the City National Grove of 
Anaheim includes an opening set by his 
daughter, fellow musician Jessie Bridges, 
who joined her dad’s tour for a handful 
of shows. 

With a schedule as busy as his, the 
actor/musician says, there are some chal¬ 
lenges in balancing his career as a leading 
man with that of budding touring musi¬ 
cian. “It’s a funny thing; I have no one to 
blame but myself,” Bridges says with a 
laugh. “I’ve got different ideas and great 
opportunities in which I wish I can cut 
myself some slack on occasion, but it’s a 
double-edged sword. Some days. I’ll bitch 
about it, but I try to enjoy myself in what¬ 
ever situation I’m in. I just try not to take 
it too seriously and have a good time.” 

For someone of Bridges’ stature, usu¬ 
ally recording an album would be enough 
of a high to keep him floating between 
movie roles. Yet he seems to relish the 
time he spends on the road. This is not 
just a fun vanity project to Bridges. 

“This is realizing a teenager’s dream,” 
he says. “It’s the dream of getting a bunch 
of friends together and making music. 
We’re constantly surprising one another, 
and I think that has a lot to do with this.”

T he most prized praise Chris Hanlin 
ever received was back when fellow 
blues musicians stopped in passing 
to compliment his band, Bourbon Jones. 
“You guys are doing it right,” one such 
player told Hanlin, referring to the motley 
crew of much younger, much lighter¬ 
skinned performers with whom he shared 
a stage at the Golden Frog in downtown 
Long Beach that night. 

“That meant the world to me,” he says 
about the adulation of his peers during his 
Bourbon Jones days from 1992 to 2001. 
He’s preparing to do things right once 
again at reunion shows on Friday at the 
School of Rock camp’s closing-night show 
at the Grace First Presbyterian Church and 
at Harvelle’s in Long Beach on Saturday. 

In the early days, some detractors dis¬ 
missed Bourbon Jones as more green than 
blue because they were in their 20s with 
faces not yet lined like road maps to early 
graves. But what they lacked in experi¬ 
ence, they more than made up for while 
exorcising their devils, wailing as though 
walruses in heat. 

Then the Blue Cafe opened its doors. 
The more upscale club brought in a 
diverse group of music-lovers who liked to 
chow down on blue cheese-topped burg¬ 
ers while their lady friends threw back 
cosmos. The Blue also had the bread to 
attract higher-profile blues artists. 

The band’s go-to venue, the Golden 
Frog—with its prominently placed pictures 
of Malcolm X and Martin Luther King Jr. 
and cooks slinging soul food—closed soon 
after. Bourbon Jones grieved the loss of 
the consistent gigs, even if they were only 
playing for a beer-filled washtub. 

When the Golden Frog closed. Bourbon 
Jones’ original members—Hanlin on guitar 
and vocals, Mario Barmosca on upright 
bass and vocals, Anthony Arvizu on drums, 
and Mikey Meyer on harmonica and gui¬ 
tar-tried to get in on the action at the 
Blue. They were promptly shunned. 

“We were always held at arms’ length by 
the establishment,” Hanlin says. But they 
managed to sneak onto the Blue Cafe’s 
roster thanks to local, legendary booker 
Steve Zepeda, to whom the owners of the 
Blue had turned over Monday nights for 
alternative music. 


When the Blue’s midday-Sunday slot 
opened, Hanlin approached Blue Cafe co¬ 
owner Vince Jordan about the residency. 
Jordan had seen previous Bourbon Jones 
shows at the venue and took a chance. 

That decision paid off, with Bourbon 
Jones setting up their musical menagerie 
of vintage instruments and killing it on the 
patio for four years solid starting in ’96. 
Hanlin’s emotional roaring and gnarly, gut¬ 
tural guitar licks combined with Meyer’s 
rockin’ reeds, plus Barmosca banging away 
in time with Arvizu’s New Orleans march¬ 
ing band-style snare became a ritual for 
many, with an eclectic crowd converging 
for a weekend wrap-up session. 

Tattooed punkers and bikers sat along¬ 
side accountants in Tommy Bahama shirts, 
as artsy bohemian girls did backbends 
on the dance floor, couples swung to and 
fro, and homeless men jammed on air 
guitars on the cobbled walkway outside 
the wrought-iron fence. Bourbon Jones 
nursed weekend warriors back to life one 
Bloody Mary and bass thump at a time, 
with greats such as harmonica legend Lazy 
Lester, Gov’t Mule’s Hook Herrera, and 
members of the Blasters and WAR sitting 
in on occasion. 

The band members’ dark senses of 
humor combined with self-destructive 
tendencies and mood swings made for a 
heavy vibe that was thrilling to watch, but 
harder to live. 

Arvizu left the band in ’99, and Hanlin 
followed in mid-2001. The remaining 
members of Bourbon Jones called it 
quits in 2002 and did not play together 
again until ’09. They have continued to 
perform about once a year since at the 
demand of loyalists. 

“I don’t know how I did it emotionally,” 
Hanlin says, recalling the intensity of the 
performances that could last up to five 
or seven hours at times and were often 
fueled by substances since abandoned for 
serenity. “We were a hard-working, hard- 
drinking band. But we had emotion on our 
side.” And that’s all right.

N ick Papageorge, lead singer of reggae- 
fusion group Solution, walks into his 
backyard, where a stereotypical Southern 
California scene unfolds. Food crowds the 
grill, inked bodies line the pool, and the band's 
mascot, an English bulldog named Cali, 
lounges by the water in a pink life jacket. A 
few birthday wishes thrown Papageorge's 
way reveal the reason for the gathering, 
though the setting easily passes for a music- 
video backdrop to one of the band's lively 
summer grooves. 

With laid-back demeanors and full-bellied 
laughs, the boys of Solution give the impres¬ 
sion of a seasoned, long-standing band. How¬ 
ever, the Anaheim-based four-piece united 
less than two years ago, coming together 
when the group's former vocalist bailed on a 
gig. Papageorge had performed earlier that 
night and was unexpectedly promoted from 
solo acoustic opener to last-minute lead 
singer. Jumping in the car with guitarist Sean 
Jefferson, bassist Chris Dorame and drummer 
Jeff Berger, he prepped for his unorthodox 
debut. Following the risky move, the pre¬ 
existing members of Solution knew they had 
just discovered their new front man. 

Seven months later, the group scored a 
CD-release show at the House of Blues in 
support of their first full-length album. Take 
Me High. With the momentum accelerating. 
Solution earned a slot on the popular OC 
Music Awards showcase series to compete 
for Best Live Band. Though the band fell short 
of moving forward through formal avenues. 


they stayed alive by advancing to the final 
showcase through the fan-favorite vote. 

"Ourfan base is a huge deal to us," Berger 
says, as he cracks open a can of Coors Light 
by the pool. "We're based out of Anaheim, but 
we have a huge following in Garden Grove. 

So when we did the second round of the 
OCMAs, we didn't come out on top, but it was 
still a badass show. We got great publicity 
and had a great time." 

Echoing his drummer's sentiments regard¬ 
ing the music awards, Papageorge adds, 

"The fan vote is all that really matters to me. 
As far as for winning or losing goes, I don't 
really care. We got the overall fan vote in our 
favor, and that meant more to me than even 
playing the show." 

Sitting in a staggered circle under the 
shade of the front porch, the band discuss 
Papageorge's a capella background while 
more birthday wishes are tossed his way. 
They admit that bringing harmony into the 
mix provided a beneficial layer to their sound. 
Palpable lyrics fuse with punk-tinged percus¬ 
sion and sporadic metal undertones to help 
separate Solution from the endless litany of 
local, Sublime-esque counterparts. 

"We don't want to fall into one place and 
just be 'that band' in 'this category.' We've 
said it before—we usually play a lot harder 
than the other reggae bands that we play 
with. We've talked about trying to book some 
punk shows and some rock shows just to 
see how the people reacted to it. We'll hit 
that distortion pedal a couple of times and 
make some people happy," Jefferson says 
with a smile. 

The band operate with a genuine appre¬ 
ciation for their fans, releasing their latest EP, 
5acr///ce, for free on Sound Cloud instead of 
iTunes. The seemingly backward step was a 
gesture of appreciation on Solution's part, one 
that they hope keeps fans engaged until their 
upcoming album is released later this year. 

"We're definitely trying to bring back to 
the people music that everyone can enjoy," 
Papageorge says. 

"If somebody has a shitty week," Dorame 
adds, "they can come to our shows and have 
a good time. That's important to me."

El Modena comfy and 
happy thanks to Melinda 


A fter serving us our bottled Pacifi- 
cos, the Patriots-T-shirt-wearing 
bartender walked around the bar 
to sit on the other side, between a young 
woman with glasses and a 30-ish man with 
a baseball cap. “You guys are crazy,” she 
said, diving back into her banana split and 
large McDonald’s drink. 

“Oh, come on,” the young lady replied. 
“You know we’re your only source of enter¬ 
tainment every Sunday night. Everybody 
else is fucking boring.” 

And while I suppose I was included 
in that generalization, the girl wasn’t too 
far off. I walked into the Signal Lounge 
in Orange at 8:30 p.m. on a Sunday to the 
sounds of silence, faint chatter and billiard 
balls clacking. Just across the street from 
Fred Kelly Stadium in El Modena, the place 
is about twice the size of your traditional 
neighborhood dive and very... brown. A 
long U-bend bar snakes through half of the 
room, while pool tables are placed on the 
other half, with bathrooms in the middle. 

A personalized vintage cigarette machine, 
stocked with a variety of Marlboros and 
Camels, is tucked into the far corner of the 
bar—a rare and fleeting relic. 

The bartender turned on the sound to 
the one flat-screen TV, tuned to The Real 
Housewives of New Jersey. The sound was 
low enough that I could ignore it, but it 
was harder to ignore the trio’s conversa¬ 
tion about the Kardashians. It was the 
same general conversation I’ve heard 
about them every time they seep into 
casual conversation: “I only watch it to 
laugh at them.” Right. 

Then, at 8:46 p.m., the silence stopped. 
“It’s about time!” the bartender yelled. 
Three Rubenesque women walked in the 
back door and sat at the U-bend of the bar 
where some unattended drinks sat. One gal 
resumed drinking out of a full pitcher with 
a straw. My kinda woman. 

It appears they’d been at another Orange 
watering hole, Marty’s Cocktail Lounge, 
because one woman kept yelling, “Let’s 
go back to Marty’s!” I was glad they didn’t 
because they really seemed to liven the 
place up, including our bartender—whom I 
learned is named Melinda. 

Later in the evening, Melinda gave me 
some perspective on the straw-swilling 
pitcher-drinker (a.k.a. my new hero). ‘You 
see that lady at the end of the bar? She sits 
at the end and stays till the end,” Melinda 
explained. “That’s her spot.” Apparently, 
the uninitiated will occasionally sit in 
her spot, a misdeed met with dirty looks. 



Sometimes, 
they’ll get it and 
move; other 
times, they won’t 
and will be pelted 
with smart-ass 
comments until 
they do. 

Melinda turned 
out to be quite 
the character. She 
came here on her 
24th birthday and 
just sorta never 
left: 15 years as a 
customer, eight as 
a bartender. 

“When she 
was a kid, my 
daughter said she 
was never going 
to step foot in 
here—and I said 
the same thing— 
but she came here on her 21st birthday,” 
Melinda said. “That’s her right there.” She 
pointed at the aforementioned young lady 
with glasses. Dive bars: bringing mothers 
and daughters together. 

There are only a few beers on tap, and 
the bottled selection runs pretty standard 
with Bud and Coors, the most exotic 
brand being Paciflco. It does carry liquor, 
but don’t come here expecting much vari¬ 
ety unless it’s Dekuyper liqueurs, which 
it stocks more flavors of than what you’ll 
And in the backpack of a Mater Dei coed. 
Speaking of... as I was getting ready 
for my last drink, I asked Melinda for a 
Washington apple shot. She came back, 
giving me two rather full shots. “Sorry, 

I pour heavy,” she said with a shrug and 
turned around. 

No need to apologize, Melinda. No need 
at all.
